This Office action is in response to application papers filed on 27 June 2003. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9 are drawn to a semiconductor component, classified in class 
257, subclass 288. 

II. Claims 10-27 are drawn to a method of manufacturing a semiconductor 
component, classified in class 438, subclass 299.
